FRENCH MAKE GAINS. 


^ London, Aug. 10.—The French 
foi'ces on the left flank of the Brit- 
ish lines in Belgium made further 
progress to the east and north of 
Bixsehoote last night, according to 
the official report made to the war 
office today by Field Marshal Sir 
Douglas Haig. 


British raiding parties blew up 
the German dugouts on a wide 
front east of Monchy-le-Prux, on 
the Arras front, the report adds, 
and greatly damaged the Teuton 
defenses.

Willie the entente guns are still ham- 
mering the (iemian lines in Flanders with 
a fury apparently equal to that of the 
original Ijombardinent, the infantry has 
not been entirely inactivo. 
Today im- 
portant gains by both tho British and 
French on a seven mile front., taking in 
Westhoek and Bixschoote, arc reported. 


Britsh troops last night finished the 
task of driving tho Germans from the 
town of Westhoek and likewise cleared 
them from the lines they still were cling- 
ing to on the ridge near the town. 
This 
forward movement gives Field Marshal 
FTaig a better grip on the section of the 
line immediately east of Ypres. 


The French on their front near Bixs- 
choote advanced east and north of that 
place, adding to the gains they had re- 
cpntly eflfected in this sector. 


Silence from the British side regarding 
the artillery battle continues. As in the 
period preceding the initial attack of the 
Flanders offensive the German reports are 
the principal reliance for news of the 
bombardment and these continue to em- 
phasize its importance. Not only in Bel- 
gium but along stretches of the Arras 
battle front, there are evidences of pro- 
nounced activity by the entene forces.

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TIGHTER ON EXEMPTIONS. 


A m y registrants claiming exemption froji 
the draft on-the ground of dependent reli- 
Jives will have to prove claim. 
That is the 
ijorder from Provost Marshal General Crowder 
pf the war department. He has advised the 
governors of the states to direct local boards 
to reduce this class of claims so as to include 
only those of truly necessitous description. 
,The provost marshal's order is provoked by 
the excessive number of claims to discharge 
based on the ground 
of 
"dependent 
rela 
Jives''—reaching in some parts of the country 
ps high as 80 per cent, of the men registered. 


No doubt a great many everywhere ore 
peeking exemption on this ground who are not 
Entitled to exemption. That in any section ol 
the country so many as 80 per cent, of th» 
)nen of cónscriptable age and sound physiqu« 
Jire the sole dependence of relatives is absurd, 
If the conscription law is to be made to work 
fairly to all and to serve the government well 
the lines will have to be tightly drawn, as Gen- 
eral Crowder has directed shall be done. The

It is 9Î. no practical consequence whether 
the attack on the woman suffrage law of In- 
diana be made in good faith of conscientious 
citizenship or is merely reactionary. There it 
is. The constitutionality of the act is brought 
to question and permanent injunction is ask- 
ed against the electoral registration of women 
and against their voting in the municipal con- 
tests next November. 
/ 


The thing is that the issues raised shall be 
disposed of in season to permit the women to 
vote if they shall be-declared to have the right 
and to forestall a great and inevitable confu- 
sion if they vote and are later declared to 
have had no right. Officials chosen by major- 
ities of which women voters had furnished a 
part would have to fight for their seats if the 
supreme court should declare subsequently 
the limited suffrage law to be unconstitution- 
al, as this suit contests that it is. 


This issue is not new. It was exhaustively 
discussed last winter while the suffrage law 
was pending in the legislature. The advocates 
of suffrage for women asserted repeatedly 
that they had taken the best legal counsel 
procurable and that they were advised the 
suffrage measure as drawn would stand 
against any constitutional assault. 
In this 
view the legivslature was urged to pass the act 
and we believe that it did so in good faith 
that it would give the women of Indiana a par- 
tial measure of suffrage and that they did not 
pass it because they believed it could not 
stand and trickily conceived that the easiest 
way to "get rid of the women" was to "hand 
them a lemon" that looked like an orange. 


With the supreme court's very recent de- 
cision making wreckage of the law for a con- 
stitutional convention 
rather 
painfully 
in 
mind, the friends of suffrage—who were most- 
ly friends also of the outlawed convention law 
—may not without poignant misgiving view 
the journey of the women's measure to pres- 
ence at the same judgment seat, but there is 
no Avay around that now. 
It must face its 
fate. 
The court ought to make preparation 
for early hearing of the appeal that is cer- 
tain to be made and give a decision as soon 
as that can be done 
compatibly 
with 
the 
court's purpose that its judgments shall be 
sound and convincing. 


If the women have no right to register and 
have no right to vote, it is only the supreme 
court that can say so finally and it should 
determine the constitutional status of the law 
without delay.

merits of the case can be pretty certainly de- 
termijied by local boards, who have access to 
direct sources of knowledge respecting the 
circumstances of each registrant called and his 
family. 
It is quite unlikely that these local 
boards will be remiss in their duty to give 
judgment conscientiously according to the law 
under which they work and the true circum- 
stances of each case with which they must 
deal. There may here and there be an error, 
but we question if there will be injustice either 
partial to or unfair toward registrants. 
If 
any registrant believes himself to have been 
dealt with unjustly he has the right of appeal 
and may lay his case fully before the higher 
authority in his district. In no case is it like- 
ly that a registrant will get unjust judgment 
of his case before both boards. 


There is no doubt that in some sections of 
the country thov enormous percentage of dis- 
charge claims filed is due to agitations against 
the conscription law and against the war. 
Hostile sympathies and the preachments of 
anarchistic radicals joined with the less culp- 
able but not less harmful activities of an ex- 
treme, type of pacifism are having distinct ef- 
fect in obstructing the work of raising the new 
national army. The claim of dependent rela- 
tives is the readiest and most general plea that 
can be set up. There are few persons in a land 
where practically every man has to work and 
has to support or contribute to the support of 
some one who cannot find some sort of claim 
that he has dependents. 
To make sure that 
those whose support is the sole support of de- 
pendents shall not be taken and that those 
whose claims are merely nominal or largely 
mythical shall not be exempted is the contem- 
plation of the law and the duty of the boards. 
It is a trying task for those who have it to do, 
but they will do it well and fairly we believe. 
The members of these boards are themselves 
rendering a highly patriotic volunteered and 
ilnrecompensed service to the government and 
they will perform their tasks wholly in the 
spirit that prompted them to enlist for it. 


The conscript law was drawn with design 
to protect the helpless as well as to vouch- 
safe the government the men it needs to de- 
fend the republic. 
False claims to its im- 
munities increase the difficulty of extending 
its protection to those who may have just 
«íaims to them. The purpose of the law is to

Lima 
is having a traction strike and the usual ac- 
companiment of disorder that marks all trac- 
tion strikes. 
It differs merely in respect of 
degree. Lima is not going to be cheated. She 
wants all that is coming to her. So there is 
much shooting and bloodshed and a nasty 
time generally, with some promise of martial 
law to get things under control.

On the former date the 
battle of the Somme began and

new British a r m y that had been build- 
inK by voluntary enlistment and draft 
since August, 1914, went into its 
first 
great test of 
fitness. 


It was a green army, largely 
un- 
tried. 
In that first day's 
fighting 
its 
losses, says Mr. Simonds, totaled 50,- 
000, according to Information 
given 
him by British officers and 
its 
at- 
tack was only In part successful". 
But 
the success was enough to encourage 
the hope that greater awaited It as the 
troops became seasoned and warmed 
to their work. 


IBeforo the year closed the British 
had captured 
65,000 
prisoners,

and 
innumerable

guns and trench mortars;

of the front as f a r as twenty miles and

over 500 square 
miles of 
French soil, every mile of which waa 
intrenched and fortified.

nations, sometimes to their own sur- 
prise, and found themselves in a new 
world. 
They have been learning to 
live. 
They have found out what com- 
radeship means, and the meaning of 
hunger. 
Some of them, applying their 
hard-earned powers of concentration, 
have advanced 
almost more 
rapidly 
than any other type. 
They will make 
fipe officers; and when they lead their 
men, if it Is their lot to die, they will 
go happy, not only because they are 
serving their country but because they 
have discovered an answer to the rid- 
dle of life. 


Tha boys are proud of their veter- 
ans; and the veterans, each in his own 
way, a little grimly, a little cynically, 
are rather proud of themselves.

Indianapolis, Aug. 10.—Information 
gathered by the Indiana 
committee 
on food production and conservation 
Indicates 
more 
interest in winter 
wheat sowing in Indiana than at any 
other time in the history of the state. 
The wheat 
now being 
thrashed Is 
bringing the farmer from $2 to $2.25 
a bushel, which he considers good 
profit, and with a minimum price of 
$2 a bushel guaranteed to him, the 
farmers already have commenced fall 
plowing for winter wheat. 
Prof. Q. I. 
Christie, state food director, predicts 
that the acreage sown may be as high 
as 3,000,000. 
The normal 
wheat 
acreage In this state Is slightly more 
than 2,000,000. 


An organled campaign to stimulate 
interest In wheat and give all possible 
information concerning the crop has 
been undertaken. 
The state leader of 
the wheat campaign committee has 
made the following report on what has 
been accomplished to date: 


"To further the work, the active 
co-operation of the bankers, 
grain 
dealers, millers and agricultural or- 
ganiations has been obtained. 


"Through county agricultural agents 
and special representatives sent out, 
about 1,000,000 bushels of the best 
wheat in the state has been reserved 
for seed. 
This will be sold at a rea- 
sonable price by farmers themselves 
or by elevator and millmen at a pre- 
mium of not to exceed 10 per cent a 
bushel above the market price. 
A list 
of the fai-mers whose wheat was se- 
lected in a county, has been mailed to 
every grain dealer and banker in that 
county. A list of seed wheat by va- 
rieties is beiitg made and will be sent 
to all grain dealers, millers and bank- 
ers in the state. 


"Arrangements have been made for 
six to eight lectures on wheat improve- 
ment to be given in thirty-eight coun- 
ties and are under way for the other 
counties in the state. 
Splendid co- 
operation has been obtained and the 
people are taking hold of the work 
with much enthusiasm." 


The report says many other meana 
of getting information to the public 
are being followed: 


"With a normal season we antici- 
pate a yield of twenty bushels to the 
acre. 
More fertilizer will be used on 
the wheat crop than ever before. The 
Increased use of fertilizer linked with 


better seed wheat, better preparation ' 
of the seed bed and sowing at the 
proper time will give the crop we 
need." 


Prof. Christie in a report to the fed- 
eral department of agriculture 
pre- 
dicting that from 2,800,000 to 3,000,- 
000 acres will be sown In winter wheat 
In the state, said: 


"This Increased acreage could be 
secured without interference with the 
acreage of corn, but it would cut down 
the oats crop, perhaps a little. It 
yi'ould also allow many fields which 
have this year been planted to corn 
to be sown in clover and brought back 
Into the rotation. 


"A campaign for more rye has not 
yet been urged, but I am sure that our 
farmers, if encouraged, would in many 
parts BOW rye."

BY BIDDY BYE. 


Ice cream can be made at home for 
less than half the cost of the comme; - 
clal article, and freezers are to be had 
in many sizes and at many 
prices— 


reasons enough, it would seem, for an 
immediate adventure in making frozen 
deserts. 


From 10 to 15 minutes is usually re- 
quired for freezing, and the process Is 
certainly more comfortable than bak- 
ing a pie. 
One part of salt and three 
parts of ice usually produces good re- 
sults. 
Turn the freezer slowly at first, 
and more rapidly near the finish. Aft- 
er draining off the brine, cover 
the 
can with unsalted ice and wrap with 
newspapers and blankets.

hours before serving. 


Banana Ico Cream. 


P a r e and 
mash 
six 
ripe bananas. 
Mix one quart of milk with one-half 
pound of sugar 
and 
stir until dis- 
solved. 
Beat in the banana pulp, add 
the juice of half a lemon and freeze. 


Plain Vanilla Ice Cream. 


Beat 4 eggs thoroughly 
and 
mix 
with one quart of milk, 4 heaping ta- 
blespoonsful of 
sugar 
and one-half 
teaspoonful salt; cook in a double boil- 
er until the mixture 
thickens, 
then 
freeze. 
An excellent cream to serve 
witli a fruit or chocolate sauce. 


Maple Mousse. 


Boil one cupful maple syrup until it 
threads. 
Beat the whites of 4 eggs to 
a stiff froth, add 
the 
beaten yolks, 
then the boiling syrup. 
Set in a dish 
of ice water to cool, stirring frequent- 
ly. 
Whip one pint of cream and add 
to the maple mixture. 
Pack in freezer 
with the paddle and set aside for 5 or 
fi hour." before serving. 


Fruit Frappe. 


Slice bananas, 
mix 
\vith shredded 
pineapple, red 
raspberries, 
cherries, 
sliced peaches or other fruit and pack 
in a freezer an hour before serving. 
Pass wth powdered sugar. 


Cantaloupe Sherbert. 


Soak a teaspoonful of gelatin in half 
a cupful of cold water for an 
hour, 
then dissolve in half a cupful of boil- 
ing water. 
Add three-fourths cupful 
of sugar, and the juice and pulp of two 
small or one large cantaloupe. Flavoi- 
with a little 
preserved 
ginger 
and 
freeze in the usual way. 


Raspberry Ico. 


Boil 1 
cupfuls of sugar in 3 cup- 
fuls of water 10 minutes. 
Cool and 
mix with 3 cupfuls strained juice of 
red raspeberrles and 2 tablespoonfuls 
of lemon juice. 
Freeze. 
Any fruit 
juice diluted and well sweetened may 
be used 
for 
an 
ice. 
Lemon juice 
should be added to bring out the flav- 
or of the fruit.

W a s h your Jars; wash rubbers; test 
rubbers for quality. 


Set empty Jars and rubbers in pan of 
water to heat.

Pare and core apples, cut out rot 
spots. 


Leave whole, or slice, as preferred.

will. 
No man or woman should

as 'immoral' because

or she falls in love or out of love with

person. 


"But unkindness is immoral. 
And 
when Jack De Saulles, confident of his 
brute power, deliberately lefused 
to 
'iivs his former wife the child she was 
tntitled to by court order, he

schools, hé will hot leave when he has 
completed the eighth grade, but will con- 
tinue a f l é H s t 
until 
the 
JuiMo 
high 
school course is completed. 
That 
will 
give him one year more of work. 
But 
surveys made by various educational de- 
partments throughout the country have 
shown that the percentáges of increase 
«i attendance in the high schools, where 
the junior high school work ha? been in- 
augurated, has" been phenomenal. 


Almost" withbiit exception the child in- 
terested In work more to his liking, as a 
result of the junior high school work, re- 
mains In school to the completion of the 
ninth yeár work to a larger degree than 
he aid prior to the installation of the 
new system. 
A niaterially larger per- 
centage, also. Interested In the work, and 


missing the great change from the com- 
mon to the high school courses, enters 
thfc senior high school and continues th? 
lino of work started in the junior high 
school. 


In the latter school the boy or girl haa 
an opportunity to find himself or her- 
self. 
There is an opportunity for voca- 
tional research, and the child is able thus 
to experiment along lines that appeal to 
him similarly as those if he had to go 
to work. Then when he does leave school 
and go to work, he has broader funda- 
mental knowledge of the work in which 
he engages, and is thus able to make 
more rapid progress. 
At the same time 
he haa advanced in vocational 
knowl- 
edge, and also has acquired more of what 
the teachers call cultural knowledge. 


S t Louis' venture is along the line of 
experimentation. 
It will not bo Inaugu- 
ri-led throughout the city, but in certain 
districts where congested 
high 
school 
buildings make it imperative that some 
relief be afforded. At the same time that 
the relief is afforded, through the pur- 
chase of grounds and school buildings 
which have 
been 
used 
for 
vocational 
work, it enabled Dr. Withers and 
the 
Board of Education to try out the plan 
thai has been successful in Rochester, !n 
Cleveland, Boston, Columbus, and pos« 
siblj 100 other cities of the country. 


Whilo complete statistics have 
been 
prepared as to the growth of the plan 


throughout 
the United States, through 
si.'rvoya 
n:ade by various 
states 
and 
cities, stilt the exatit number of cities 
adapting tlie plan cannot be determined. 
This i.<? due to the conditions surrounding 
lis iiKiiignration. 


Some of the citie.s apply It in part, 
some try the experiment in conncction 
with other school work, 
and 
without 
workin;; out a dofinite plan of work, and 
iil.so without 
fixing 
a 
harmonious 
ar- 
rangement so as to lessen the feeling in 
the pupil of the change from one branch 
of school to another. 
This latter work, 
among educators, is considered an im- 
portant element because it removes from 
the mind ot the child the suggestion of 
stop which he receives from the old plan 
of two branches. 
When this came at the 
timv of his change to adolescence, it pro- 
duced a greater desire in the boy and 
girl 
to leave off studies 
when 
they.^ 
reached the end of the common or grade 
school. 


The new plan. In the Judgment of those 
who have studied the system, interests 
the child Just before or Just as he ex- 
periences his physical development and 
implants in his mind a greater illustra- 
tion of the efficacy of education. 


In that 
way it is figured that 
not 
only will the average pupil In the lower 
branches remain in school for one or two 
yeare longer, but that the system will 
be the incentive for a larger percentage 
ren aining until they have completed the 
entire high school course. 
It Is Intended 
that the vocational work In the* Junior 
high school shall be laid out so it will 
entice the pupil into extending his public 
bchool work. 


Every taxpayer in every city in the 
country is interested in the new plan. 


Every parent, whether or not a tax- 
payer. is likewise interested, because on 
ita development depends 
the 
plan ^o 
change the course of vocational training. 


Some educators have maintained that 
th^ scheme of education In the country 
ha.s been one of opposition to the child. 
They also maintain that the change to 
make the educational work develop with 
the physical development of the boy and 
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girl will interest the pupil in the work, 
lerve better results for the same time 
devoted to school, and. as great as either, 
will induce a larger number of them to 
remain in school a longer time than they 
otherwise would have done. 


The average boy and girl, educators 
maintain, want to apply themselves In 
experiments. 
They do not want to get 
all their knowledge out of books. 
They 
feel that their personality could be broad- 
ened if they only had opportunity to get 
out and study what will be their living 
later on in life. 
It does not come to 
them in just that language, but that Is 
the concluf.ion they reach, nevertheless. 
By providing the opportunity to "find 
themselves" 
while still in school, 
the 
proponents of the junior high school be- 
lieve that the Incentive to the boy and 
girl Is provided. 


Dr. Withers Cites Advantages. 


Advantages of the new plan have beea 
set out by Dr'. Withers, in what he has 
termed prgnments in favor of the system. 
These ideas are based on the work per- 
foimed in othei cities of the country that 
havt. adopted the junior school idea. 
He 
si-ys. 


"When flr.'5t established, the common 
schco! took over from the district school 
Us work intended originally for young 
men and women, but wholly unsulted for 
children. 
As a result, the school con- 
tinually worked against. In place of with, 
n.'iture. 
At a time when reason Is de- 
veloping, the children are put to task at 
memory work, .such as language stud.v. 
When memory is active, the children are 
put at reasoning work. 


"The break between the grades and tha 
high school occurs in the worst possible 
point in tlie course. 
This Is a period of 
adolescence, vagaries and hallucinations. 
A fatal belief that the pupil has iinishod 
si.mething in completing the eighth grade 
ni sures the maximum number of irrepar- 
able mistakes. If the pupil could be held 
in a familiar environment for 
a 
yea/ 
longer, such mistakes would be greatly 
reduced. 


"The junior high school exploits the 
various 
possible 
powers 
or 
aptitudes, 
leaving to the- senior high school 
the 
function of especially preparing them for 
a definite pursuit or for definite continu- 
ation in higher institutions. 


"The departmental organization helps 
to satisfy the inherent impulse for move- 
ment. 
The passage of pupils from room 
to room, the changes in environment, the 
differences in voice, manner and methods 
of the several teachers, provide needed 
variation in school life. 


The Community Feeling. 


"The Junior high school develops 
a 
greater cohesion of feeling than now ob- 
tains. 
With our present plan, students 
dribble into the high school 
in 
small 
numbers and from many schools. 
They 
are wholly lacking in anything approach- 
ing a community feeling or a feeling ot 
group responsibility." 


Not only every teacher and member rf 
educational boards are interested in tho 
proposed change, but every boy and girl ot 
school age. and especially every parent, is 
interested, because it involves a change 
in the treatment of the pupil as well as 
Increases the opportunity of the child-to 
get hold of himself. The system will not 
accomplish the results of itself, 
it will 
afford the' opportunity, and go a great 
waj 
toward accomplishment. 
But 
the 
main thing Is that the parent and the

child must realize the greater opportunity 
p.nd co-operate toward making it a suc- 
cess. 
It is a well-established fact that 
the 
greater 
co-operation 
between 
the 
school authorities and the parents of a 
community, the g r a t e r will be the ao- 
compllshmenta In ti»at community. 


Probably no better brief statement of 
the purposes of the junior high school has 
been made than a aigest by Dr. Withers 
from the annual report of Philip W. Cox, 
fci mer euperintendent of schools at Bol- 
vay, N. Y. 


"The educative process. If Intelligent, la 
the setting up of experiences and obtain- 
ing- correct responses from the pupUs, 
such that they tend thereafter to react 
In similar situations in the way that haa 
been found to be best for society and tha 
Individual. 
These experiences are set up 
by the school organization, the content 
ana method of the curriculum and by tha 
personality of the teacher. 


Education that Fits Child. 


"If, therefore, pupils differ In capabil- 
ity. In type of mental traits. In probable 
future vocations. In home and nelghor- 
hood environment and In responslveneaa 
to the more or less artificial school situ- 
ations, then It follows that the unlforw 
school curriculum, discipline and 
regl' 
men la not suited to alL 
The 
social, 
psychological and physiological 
eharae« 
teristics of adolescence are so Important 
that a special school organization is need- 
ed to care for them. 


"Investigations of the ellndnattoa et «t 
to 70 per cent of the sixth grade groups 
before they enter high school show that 
the greatest single cause for dropping out 
of school is that children and parenta ara 
not convinced that tha aehoel ia waatla 
while. 


"The school must give to each IndlTl- 
dual child the kind and amount of in- 
struction that best fits him, and he must 
be permitted to advance as rapidly as hia 
development permits, and as slowly aa It 
reo.ulres. 
Furthermore, the school must 
use only that subject matter and those 
processes that are socially valuable, and 
it must broaden and vivify the appre- 
ciative and cultural subjects of the cur- 
riculum, and furnish social situations !n 
which the pupils may co-operate for soma 
worthy purpose. 


"This Is very different from the piM 
tlce In the older educational regime whlcn 
offers Identical educational opportunlUea 
for all generally through the tenth grade. 
If is so different that there is needed a 
lew school organization, unhampered by 
tiadition and preconception, with • a»- 
cially alert and adaptable teaching corp^ 
with varied industrial and athletic equip- 
ment. And there is. above all else needed 
a principal who. besides the necessary ex- 
ecutive qualifications, haa 
Infinite 
pa- 
tience. an all-pervadlng faith in the po- 
tei.tial worth-whlleness of all boya and 
girls. • 


"For the Junior high school is not fun- 
damentally an organization, a balWing, 
an administrative scheme. 
It is an en- 
vironment into which all adolescent boya 
and girls may enter and work In earnest 
vn some vital problem. 
Its Immediate 
purposes are to prevent needless elimina- 
tion, to furnish real educational guid- 
ance. to carry on prevocatlonal educa- 
tion, placement and foHow-up work, to 
see that all pupils master certain min- 
imal essentials, to furnish a social en- 
vironment, in which will develop actual 
situations 
calling for actual 
responses 
from the pupils who will then truly learn 
to do by doing now. Instruction In how to 
study, definite periods of really super- 
vised study, co-operative work in 
tha 
shop, civics and 
science, 
the 
depart- 
mertalizatlon of pupils and 
Instruction 
are important devices for accomplishing 
these alms." 


Methods in Cities Differ. 


Methods of working out the general 
Idea contained in the junior high school 
have varied In the different cities adopt- 
ing the plan. 
This is necessitated be- 
C9US0 of the various Interests and condi- 
tions in the various communities. 
Soma 
cities have found that the rule of six 
years for the grade schools, two for the 
junior high school and four for the senior 
high school have been best, while a few 
have six for the grade, four for the junior 
and two for the senior high schools. How- 
ever, the one most worked out and used 
l3 the one placed In operation in St. Louis, 
providing for six years 
in 
the 
grade 
schools, three in the Junior and three itt 
the senior high school. 


Educators maintain that the proposed 
plan is best for both the slow student and 
for the pupil who works ahead of hia 
class. 
They also believe that all puplla 
entering the junior high school, whether 
by promotion or transfer, should be per- 
m.Hted and encouraged to change from 
curriculum to curriculum when it ba- 
comes evi«*—* 
•>»» «'Jienee ia advM* 
able.

w h o w i n lie r e m e m b e r e d a s a g o o d 
h i t t e r

had more stuff on the ball than any man 
that ever stood on a rubber, save, per- 
haps, 
Waddell. 
Seymour 
has 
gone 
through seven, eight or 
nine 
innings 
without 
even 
letting opposing 
batters 
get a good foul. He kept men like Dele- 
hanty and Lajole from hitting a Ily or an 
Infield 
grounder. 
Uls 
weakness 
was 
llght-headednes«. 
He would pitch 
un- 
beatable ball for a certain number of 
innings. 
The bats might as well be in 
the bags for all the good they were to 
theli- owners. 
Then Seymour would sea 
"red," get wild and pass nine or ten bat- 
ters, any number you may name, until 
taken out. 


Seymour had awful "sturf." 
He was 
strong In the arms and back, and had 
ver>- short, small 
fingers. 
The largest 
fir.ger on his hand was no larger than 
th« little finger of the average 
man's 
hand. 
This is contrary to the usual and 
accepted Idea of what a pitcher's fingers 
shculd be. 
Most 
pitchers 
have 
long, 
slender fingers. Seymour had very short 
fingers. 
But he could make a baseball 
do funny thing«. 


His fast ball Jumped like a Jack rabbit 
and hjs curve gyrated like a distiller's 
"worm." He once curved a ball between 
the legs of Jake Stenzel, then with Pltts- 
b:;r£rh. gter.zel ctaod with his feet apart. 
Cy broke one between his thighs. 
Sey- 
mour could almost curve a four-ln-hata# 
around a batter's neck. 
The only thln^ 
that kept him from being a great pitcher 
was being a great hitter. 
That felUm 
coo!« hit. 
He lead the league afte#* 
wards, but that Is another story. 
How- 
ever, very few men will recollect Sey- 
mour as a pitcher. He did not last long 
enough to make an impreselon even on 
the minds of men who batted against 
him 


The one-year stars fade from memory. 
Who remembers that Jouett Meekln waa 
probably the greatest fast-ball pitch*-* 


of the game for one season? 
Meekln's 
arm went bad after 18y4 and he never 
pitched good ball again. 
He had nothing 
but great speed. 


Few baseball fans appreciate the fact 
that 
great 
speed 
always 
belongs 
to 
young arms. 
Even one year of pitching 
may take the fine "edge" off a pitcher's 
speed. Walter Johnson never was so fast 
as he was in his first season. 
So, It Is 
most probable that amateurs have the 
greatest speed and the best arms. 
The 
throwing of one baseball season seems to 
dnU an arm. 


Pitched Twenty-Seven Tears. 


All great pitching is based on speed, 
yet few men leam to pitch until they 
have lost their best speed, until the bat- 
ters begin to hit their fast ball. 
"Too 
bad I never learned to pitch until I lost 
my arm," said Billy Hart, veteran of vet- 
erans, who broke all records by pitching 
twenty-seven years of baseball In major 
and good minor leagues. 


That Is the 
tragedy 
of life. 
David 
Bispham, the great baritone, once re- 
marked, "I never learned how to sing 
urtll I lost my voice. 
What a pity we 
cannot devise some system whereby the 
talent in men and women could be dls- 
crvered, trained and encouraged in early 
youth." 


So it is that old men are the stars ot 
IfW&ball, a young 
man's 
game. 
The 
jpoung men do not learn how to play It 
•ntll they become old. They go ahead on 
ycuth and strength of arm and speed of 
foot until they wear themselves so that 
they must \earn how to play in order lo 
play. 


When you begin to call the list of the 
great pitchers, you find that they have 
all neared or passed the 40 mark, whHe 
i»iill In the majors. 
Cy Young, 
who 


pitched twenty-one years of first-class 
baseball, and two years of minor league 
baseball, was 47 when he gave up pitch- 
ing. 
Nichols 
pitched 
for 
seventeen 
years and was 41 when he had to quit. 
Mathewson pitched for seventeen seasonj 
when he called it a life's work. 
Miner 
Brown did eleven years. 
Eki Reulbach 
har> done some fourteen seasons and la 
still good. 
W&lter Johnson is on his 
twelfth season and iiii still 
rated the 
greatest pitcher in the game. Johnson la 
losing his great speed and ia being hit 
by batters who were lucky to get a good 
foul off him five years ago. Johnson will 
save his speed now and learn a eiirve ball 
and change of pace. 
Then he will prob- 
ably be good for ten years more. 


Young, Mathewson, Nichols and John- 
son will rate as the four greatest modem 
pitchers. 
The only old-timer who can 
claim rank with them 
la 
Radboume. 
Practically all of these men were, prt- 
marily, fast-ball pitchers. Young did not 
Icam to throw a curve ball untO he had 
done about twelve years' pitching. Than, 
like Johnson, he found they were hitting 
hit speed. 
It had lost its "edge" and no 
longer "Jumped." 
The fastest ball ever 
thrown Is no good unles It has a "Jump" 
on It 
60 Young learned a cnnre ball 


after he was 35. That carried him along 
for ten years more. 


Johnson has bean entirely a fast-ball 
man, 
sheer 
brutal 
speed, 
whanged 
through the plate. In this respect, John- 
son Is the greatest fast-ball pitcher that 
ever lived. Young kept his fast ball high. 
So did Nichols 
The high, fast one takes 
a dcUcate "wave" or "Jump" that makes 
it hard to hit effectively. Johnson, how- 
ever. whizzed his fast one low or high 
•nd It "waved" just the same. 
Waddell 
lad such another fast ball as Johnson, 
•nly it "shot" In as well as "waved" or 
jumped." Of all fast balls, I think Wad- 
> L-U's was best. 
He was not so reliable 
Young, Johnson, Nichols or Mathew- 
son, was not so game, hence Is not rated 
In the same class of these men, though, 
really, Waddell had in all respects mora 
stuff than any pitcher that ever worked 
IP the big leagues save Seymour. 


Mathewson was 
a 
fast-ball 
pitcher 
when he entered the National League in 
1S99. 
He was not slow to discern the 
value of change of pace. 
At his best, 
however, he was always there with a 
whizzing fast ball. 
But Matty did his 
best work after he had been in the major 
league for six seasons. 


Time Tempers the Metal. 


We have affirmed that it takes time to 
make great pitchers, that a young man 
cannot be a great pitcher, that speed 
makes 
great 
pitchers, 
and 
that 
only 
young men. who cannot be great pitch- 
ers, have real speed. 


These are contradictions. 
They hold 
good, withal. 
All the great pitchers, the 
men whose names go down as really 
great, have had fine speed. 
We have 
named them: Young, Mathewson, Rusle, 
Nichols, 
Johnson, 
Alexander, 
Brown, 
Dinneen, 
Bender, 
Coombs, 
Ruelbach, 
King. Ferguson, 0\'erall, Donovan. 
Wo 
can remember but three pitchers who 
were great, yet did not have speed. They 
were Grifllth, now manager of Washing- 
ton; Plank, and, though he has not served 
long enough to be classed among the 
great. Rudolph of Boston, who has yet to 
earn his title to real greatness by length 
of service. 


Speed is the foundation of grreatness in 
pitching, yet when you watch baseball 
gam.es day in and day out, you wonder 
v.hy a pitcher ever throws a straight fast 
one or a fast curve. 
Ifor almost ever.v 
batter hits the fast ball or the fast curve. 
Nothing is so destructive of slugging as 
a Change of pace. 
That Is why all the 
great relief pitchers have been change- 
of-pace or spitball pitchers. 


Johnson is the only great relief pitcher 
who relies exclusively on a fast ball. 
Occasionally a good fast-ball pitcher will 
work well In the late innings of a dark 
day. 
As a rule, the crack relief pitcher 
ix a change-of-pace artist, who will keep 
the ball away from the batter and "mix 
'em up." 
Reason: Speed is the easiest 
thing in the world to hit unless It Is real 
good speed, speed which "hops," "Jumps" 
or "waves," all the same thing. 


What is the value of sneed. then? 
If 
speed is the easiest thing to hit, why Is 
speed the foundation of the success of all 
great pitchers? 
Is not our premise an 
anachronism? 


The value of speed to a pitcher He», 
mostly, in that It is held always,In re- 
serve. 
The pitcher uses various changes 
of pace, slow balls, etc. 
Mow, no ban 
but a real good ni*t ball Is any goo«! it 
the batter knows that It is coming. When 
a pitcher has a real good fast ball, a 
ball that Is "hopping," he can tell the 
tatter where It Is going to be,' put it 
there, and yet, if It "hope," the 'batter 
can't hit It 
"I would Just as soon pitch 
to their strong points as to their weak 
points when my fast ball Is 'hopping' 
good." said Miner Brown when he was 
in the heyday of hts career. 


The virtue of the fast ball, he.d in r ^ 
serve, is that the batter is always afraid 
that It Is going to be "slipped" over on 
him. and thus is always looking for I t 
ar.d. further, throws his swing out of 
time by keying himself up to hit i t 


Nothing makes a batter look so bad as 
to have a fast one shot through on him 
when he Is looking for a slow one, OBlesS 
it is to have a slow one thrown at him 
when he Is looking for a fast one. 
Evea 
then the batter can let the slow ball go, 
for. as a rule. It Is not good pitching to 
lay the slow one over the plate. 
Broad- 
ly speaking, a slow ball Is no good unless 
i; is low. and, preferably, outside. 
So. 
on the whole, a batter, if he sees a slow 
one coming, can afford to take a chance 
and let her go. Not so with the fast one. 
The fast one is best when it Is over the 
plate. 
So to avoid being made to look 
bad, the batter is always "set" for th« 
fast one. 


Then he gets the slow. When a batter 
is "set" for the fast one and hits at a 
gooc' slow, like as not he will fall on his 
face when he misses it". 


So, while the fast one Is easy to hit, 
urless it Is a real good fast one, the 
great value of speed is to make good 
the change of pace. 
That Is what made 
Mathewson and 
Alexander 
such 
great 
pitchers. 
They learned the great value 
of change of pace when young, and they 
had 
the 
speed necessary 
to back 
up 
tbeir changes of pace—to make 
them 
good. 


Plank and Griffith. 


For all the reliability of 
Mathewson 
and Alexander in the pinches. Plank and 
Griffith were probably as effective and 
reliable, only their stuff did not impress 
you so. Plank and Grifllth are two great 
' pitchers who never depended upon speed. 
Griffith never had any speed whatever. 
Plank had very fair speed when he was 
yoimg, but used it most Infrequently. 
Both men 
relied 
upon control, 
whlcli 
meant keeping the ball away from hitters 
eager to hit, and change of pace. 
Plank, 
today, has enough speed to surprise a 
bn.tter who Is expecting a 
slow 
ball.. 
Griffith never had even that much speed. 


Both 
these great 
pitchers 
depended 
upon pitching a slow or medium-slow ball, 
looking 
good and 
hittable 
to 
batters, 
v/lien it really was neither good nor hit- 
table. Where Rusie or Alexander whizzed 
up a fearful curve, over the plate, maybe. 
Plank and Grifllth would toss us a 'slow 
ball that looked as If It would be soft 
picking. 
Then, so good was their con- 
trol 
the 
ball ducked 
a 
trifle, 
mayb< 
no more than an inch. Just as the bal 
was about to make contact with it. 
Oi 
the hall might look like a bad one. yel 
by having just enough curve on It would 
float over the edge of the plate, unmo- 
lested, for a strike. 


Plank and Griffith had control that wai 
wonderful. 
Most people regard 
control 
as getting the ball over the corners of th« 
plate high or low, inside or out. That is 
good control. Not good enough for Plank 
or Griffith, though. 
Their idea and prac- 
tice of control was to keep the ball just 
clcse enough, high enough, or low enough, 
no«- to get It over, but to make the um- 
pirt think it was over and so call It. 
In 
other words. Plank and Griffith did not 
pitch strikes to batters. 
They pitched 
balls that they figured would be so close 
that the umpire would call them strikes 
U the batter did not hit at them. 
That 
might mean that they attained the vei-y, 
flower of control and managed to get a 
bali over by having the Inside edge of 
the ball rub the outsias or mside ease or 
the strike zone, or that it was gooJ 
ei.ough, thougn oft tne plate, to inouce 
tho umpire to declare it a strike, provid- 
ed the batter refused to strike at It. 


Art of this sort can come only to a 
veteran pitcher or to a young pltMher 
who never had much speed, but the head 
of an old man on his shoulders. That is 
why the veteran pitchers of today ars 
cutting such a swathe 
In 
the 
major 
li-ngues. 
They have lost their arms but 
they know how to pitch, which proves 
that not even baseball is too fast for the 
old. men who know their business and 
who keep in good physical condition.

FOOD CONUL lAW 


COPE 


Provisions of Measure to 
Enable Nation to Be 
Strong in War. 


Washington, 
Aug. 10.—^The 
food 
control bill establishes, during the war, 
broad government control over foods, 
feeds, fuel, fuel oils, natural gas, fer- ! 
tilizer and its Ingredients, tools, uten- 
sils and equipment required for the 
actual production of all such products, 
designated "necessaries." 


In establishing government control, 
the bill authorizes the president to en- 
ter into any voluntary arrangements, 
create or use any agency or agencies, 
to accept services of any person with- 
out compensation, to co-operate with 
any agency or person, to utilize any 
department or agency of the govern- 
ment and to co-ordinate their activ- 
ities. 


In pursuance of such authorization, 
President Wilson 
plans 
to 
appoint i 
Herbert C. Hoover food administrator. I 
Control 
of other 
necessaries named 
I may be accomplished through 
other 
; agencies. The house provision for an 
I individual food administrator was eh- | 
! acted only after the president had pre- | 
! vailed upon the senate and house con- ' 
feres to eliminate a senate 
amend- 
ment, inserted by two overwhelming 
votes of 63 to 19 and 60 to 23, propos- 
ing a board of food control of three ' 
subjects to senate confirmation. 
j 


Comprehensive powers are given in ' 
the bill, passed as a war measure, to 
assure adequate supply and equitable 
distribution of the named necessaries, 
to facilitate their movement; to pro- 
vent, locally and generally, scarcity, 
monopoly hoarding, injurious specula- 
tion, manipulation or private control 
afTecting 
supply, 
distribution and 
movement. 
! 


Other provisions of the bill fix a ' 
minimum price for wheat beginning 
next year at not less than %2 per stand- 
ard bushel: provide for coal and coke 
prices, 
fixing, 
commandeering and 
' government operation of factories and 
I mines producing necessaries: for gov- 
I ernment purchase, sale and requisi- ; 
tion of various necessaries and for 
federal licensing of agencies produc- 
ing and handling them. 


The bill appropriates for a fund of 
$150,000,000 to be used in its admin- 
istration and $10,000,000 for federal 
purchase and sale at cost of fertilizer. 


The prohibition provisions, a com- 
promise for "bone 
dry" prohibition, 
propoosed by the house, prohibit man- 
ufacture and importation of distilled 
liquors for beverages during the war, 
authorize 
the president 
to suspend \ 
manufactude of malt, fermented and 
vinous liquors or to limit their alco- 
holic content and "authorizes and di- 
rects" the president, in his discretion, 
to commandeer distilled beverages in 
bond or stock when necessary for re- 
distillation into alcohol for military or 
other public defense purposes or to 
conserve foodstuffs. 


Congressional 
leaders 
understand 
the president does not Intend to com- 
mandeer distilled spirits or to curtail 
their 
consumption 
unless 
military 
exigencies 
require. 
The 
so-called 
Smoot amendment, directing federal 
purchase of distilled beverages in bond 
at cost plus 10 per cent, profit, was 
eliminated. 


In lieu of house provisions author- 
izing the food administration to fix 
minimum prices for all necessaries, 
the law provides that the food admin- 
istration shall fix a minimum price for 
wheat alone. 
Until May 1, 1909, the 
bill provides that the basic price shall 
not be less than $2 per bushel, based 
upon No. 1 spring northern at all pri- 
mary markets. 


Sweeping 
powers to control 
coal 
prices also are provided. The bill au- 
thorizes the president, 
through the 
federal 
trade 
commission or other 
agency to fix coal and coke prices, at 
the mines and among wholesaiei's and 
retailers, to regulate method of sale, 
shipment and distribution among deal- 
ers and consumers, and to requisition 
and operate mines or other coaling 
facilities. 


A system of federal licensing of all 
agencie.s related to the production, 
transportation and distribution of the 
designated necessaries also is provid- 
ed, and rigid provisions against hoard- 
ing, speculation and monopolization 
established, 
under 
heavy 
penalties. 
Farmers are exempted from the hoard- 
ing of provisions. 


The bill also authorizes the presi- 
dent to requisition, for military or pub- 
lic 
defense 
needs, 
all 
necessaries 
named, and, to guarantee reasonable 
prices to producer and consumer, to 
buy and sell fuel, wheat, flour, meal, 
beans and potatoes. 
The bill 
also 
authorizes the president to requisition 
and 
operate 
any factory, 
packing 
house, mine or oil pipe line, at Just 
compensation, for military or public 
defense uses. 


Regulation of grain and other food- 
stuff markets, to prevent 
injurious 
speculation or undue enhancement of 
prices, is another power conferred up- 
on the food administration 
through 
the president. . 


Another clause, inserted by the sen- 
ate after much criticism 
of alleged 
sale by members of the advisory com- 
mission 
of 
their 
own products to 
the 
government, 
prohibits 
federal 
agents from soliciting or inducing con- 
tracts with the government in which 
they are interested.

brine to rise above the wooden cover. 
Do not use lime stone or sand stone 
for weights as the action produced by 
fermentation on these substances de- 
stroys the keeping quality of the brine. 
Tubs aftd covers made of yellow or 
pitch pine should not be employed as 
such woods cause a disagreeable flavor.

tation occurs in warm weather and the 
rapid growth of scum soon destroys 
both brine and kraut if the surface is 
not protected properly.

"Remove the outer green leaves of 
the cabbage.

The high cost of gunpowder, bird shot 
and other Implements of war will cut 
down the entries in the grand American 
trap-shooting handicap to be held at the 
South Shore Country club, Chicago, the 
week of Aug. 20, but even high costs will 
not keep the more ardent trap shots out of 
the meet. 


But although there will be fewer shoot- 
ers at the meet more money will go up 
in smoke over Lake Michigan than ever 
before In an American trap shoot. 


Shells are about 25 per cent 
higher 
than last year and last year they were I 


more expensive than they had ever been 
before. 


The big Chicago meet will develop a 
three-cornered 
battle for the 
women's 
championship of America, now held by 
Mrs. D. J. Dalton, of Warsaw, Ind. 


Mrs. Dalton will have to defend her 
honors against Mrs. Ad Topperwein, of 
Texas, who last year broke all records 
for continuous shooting, and Mrs. Vogel, 
of Detroit, one of the greatest shots of 
the middle west. 


More women are expected to enter this 
shoot than ever before. 


Tne patriotic and martial spirit brought 


on by the war has caused women who for- 
merly shot but little over the traps to 
take a great interest in this sport. 


BASEBALL IS DEMANDING A CHANGE IN SYSTEM 


OF AVERAGES TO SHOW REAL VALUE OF PLAYER 


It Is only a question of time until base- 
ball fans and critics will demand a change 
In baseball statistics which will give a bet- 
ter line on a player's actual value than the 
sj'stem now in use. 


For several years critics have now and 
then pointed out the fallacies and short- 
comings of the present sy-stems of rating 
ball players, but the national commission, 
most reactionary of reactionary bodies, 
has failed to take notice. 


The most revolutionary change in the 
history of 
baseball ratings 
was 
that 
adopted a few years ago by the American 
league in rating 
pitchers 
according 
to 
earned runs made off their delivery in- 
stead of on games won and lost. 


The earned run system Is, of course, the 
fairest. 


Changes In batting and fielding averages 
could be made to be of great benefit to the 
game and .show with more fairness the 
value of the players. 


Several theories have been 
advanced 
suggesting means by which this could be 
accomplished. 


Perhaps the most remarkable is one 
which would consider the number of bases 
secured on hits and the number of runs 
scored as the result of hits. 


For 
instance—last 
year Wallie 
Pipp, 
according to the present system of aver- 
ages, batted .262 and ranged 
fiftieth 
In 
the list of batsmen. 
The average was 
based on 143 hits In 545 times at bat. 


No account was taken of the fact that 
Pipp had to his credit twenty doubles. 


fourteen triples and twelve home runs for 
a total of 227 extra bases, a record ex- 
ceeded by only eight men in the league, 
"^ack*^ Graney stood seventy-second 
in 
the list with an average of .242. But 
Graney had to his credit forty-one doubles, 
fourteen triples and five home runs, total- 
ling 226 bases. 


Isn't It natural to believe that either of 
these players are of more value to their 
team than the player standing near the 
top of the list who bats around .280 and 
gets about 250 bases out of 225 hits? 


It Is evident that more scoring will 
be done on the longer hits. Runs win ball 
games and the man who manufactures 
them, not he who builds up his own bat- 
ting averages is of the most value to his 
club.

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CANADIAN RAIDERS. 


Canadian Army Headquarters in 


France, Aug. 10.—Raiding parties un- 
der protection of a. heavy barrage fire 
early Thursday morning on a front 
of more than 2,000 yards, penetrated 
enemy positions in the Cite du MoulUn 
and St Laurent sectors, returning with 
prisoners. On a large part of the front 
attacked, the raiders passed over the 
enemy's first line and support trenches, 
which were found to be lightly held 
and in bad condition.

In Respect to Waging War. 


A pained correspondent, who is ardently pro-Ger- 


man, asks us why we are "wagging war?"

While the conscription law In gen- 


eral and the method of its application 
are above criticism, it is well that cer- 
tain features tending toward Inequality 
should have the attention of congress. 
The law now provides that aliens shall 
be exempted from service. In many 
sections, as in Gary and- in the foreign 
districts of large cities, a large and in 
some Instances a major proportion of 
th.e Inhabitants is made up of aliens. 
Thus, as the selective draft is applied 
with the local districts as the unit, an 
unfair burden is placed on the Ameri- 
can population. In some Chicago units 
it is claimed that after checking oft the 
registrants the exemption boards have 
found the native 
population will be 


actually unable to provide enough sol- 
diers for the first quota. 


Without such action as has been pro- 


posed in congress the alien would have 
a distinct advantage over the Ameri- 
can by enjoying practically all the ad- 
vantages of citizenship with none of its 
burdens or responsibilities. In Chi- 
cago, out of a total registration of 314,- 
116, there are 76,553 aliens, or about 
one in every four. These young men 
are for the greater part workers in 
Chicago industries earning American 
wages, living under an American gov- 
ernment and enjoying the privileges of 
democracy and liberty. Yet, under the 


1,230 prisoners—men who were cut off 
from escape by the destruction of the 
bridges across the Yser river.

deserts. 


From 10 to 15 minutes Is usually re- 


quired for freezing, and the process Is 
certainly more comfortable than bak- 
ing a pie. One part of salt and three 
parts of Ice usually produces good re- 
BUlts. Turn the freezer slowly at first, 
and more rapidly near the finish. Aft- 
er draining off the brine, cover the 
can with unaalted ice and wrap with 
newspapers and blankets.

Invert jars to discover leaks. 
If leaks are found, change rubbers 


and boil again five minutes. 


Wrap jars. 
Store in cool, dry place.

abbage as well as the later varieties, 
xnd may be kept for use later with 
ease, Dr. H. E. Barnard, state food 
and drug commissioner said today. 
He gave the following instructions: 


"Sauer kraut is made by fermenting 


cabbages, and so it is natural that the 
bacteriologists of the department of 
agriculture should be interested in its 
production. 
They have just pointed 


out that many vegetables may be pre- 
served by fermenting them and give 
an excellent process for making sauer 
kraut. 


"Remove the outer green leaves of 


the cabbage, just as in preparing for 
boiling. 
If an instrument for chop- 


ping is not available quarter the heads 
and slice oft the part of 'the core re- 
maining in each quarter. Inexpensive 
shredding machines now are sold, but 
if one is not available the quarter 
heads may be cut into thin slices with 
0 large knife. Pack the shredded cab- 
bage immediately in a clean, water- 
tight receptacle such as a cider or a 
| wine barrel, keg or tub. 
Except in 


j the case of large families, four or five 
1 gallon earthenware crooks are pre- 


I ferrable. This quantity after opening 
| can be used before spoilage begins. 
j 
"As the cabbage is packed, salt at 


tho rate of. one pound to forty pounds 
of cabbage should be added and dis- 
tributed evenly. "When the barrel or 
crock is nearly 
full 
the cabbage 


should be pressed down a<i firmly as 
possible and covered with a clean 
board. It is desirable, but not essen- 
tial, that a cloth be placed over tho 
cabbage before the cover is put in 
place. The salt soon extracts a con- ; 
siderable amount of cabbage juice, ; 
and a sufficient weight of clean brick i 
| or stone should be added to cause the j 
brine to rise above the wodden cover. , 
Do not use lime stone or sand stons i 
tor weights as the action produced by ' 
fermentation on these substances de- 
stroys the keeping quality of the brine. 
Tubs and covers made of yellow or 
pitch pine should not be employed as 
such woods cause a disagreeable flavor. 


"Tho container is set aside and fer- 


mentation allowed to proceed undis- 
turbed. If -weather is cooi or a coin 
cellar is used three to five weeks may 
be necessary for the fermentation to 
bo completed: if in a warm room, ten 
days or twe weeks. Scum should not

the Hat with an average of .242. But 
Graney had to his credit forty-one doubles, 
fourteen triples and five home runs, total- 
ling 226 bases. 


Isn't it natural to believe that either of 


these players are of more value to their 
team than the player standing near the 
top of the list who bats around .280 and 
gets about 250 bases out of 236 hits? 


It Is evident that more scoring will 


be done on the longer hits. Runs win ball 
games and the man who manufactures 
them, not he who builds up his own bat- 
ting averages Is of the most value to his 
club.
